The Afflicted Cattle at the Fulton Asylum 
Being Killed. 

Fur rox, Mo., March 28.—Yesterday the killing of 
the Asylum cattle afflicted with pleuro-pneumonia 
was commenced, in accordance with the recent act 
of the Legislature authorizing this course. About 
sixty fine cattle remain to be disposed of, and these 
will be dispatched as rapidly as possible under 
direction of Dr. Trumbower, the United States 


Veterinarian, he being desirous of making an 
} autopsy of each animal to ascertain the extent to 
which the disease has extended. Dr. Holcomb, the 
State Veterinarian of Kansas, is here by direction 
of the Governor of that State, to examine into the 
nature and progress of the malady, so that intelli- 
gent advice may be given to the authorities of bis 
commonwealth as to the proper policy to pursue to 
protect the cattle interests of its c ns. Some 
stock on a farm adjoining the Asyium land are pro- 
nounced to be infected with the plague, but there 
has, so far, been no authentic report of its existence 
in remote sections of the county. destruction 
of the Asylum herd will certainly contribute very 
materially to the eradication of the disease, as the 
“bunch” has always been kept within the Asylum 
enclosures and very few outside cattle have had an 
opportunity tocome in contact with them. The 
stables and pastures recently occupied by these 
animals will not be itted to be used by others 
until the infectious nature of the disease remaining 
about them shall have died out and all other possi- 
ble preventives will be used to prevent its propaga- 
tion.

“Go ahead! Fire away!” said Mayor Ewing this 
morning, when a Post-Dispaton reporter asked 
him to take the witness stand in the now famous 
case of The People of St. Louis vs. The Gas Rob- 
bers. “I have nothing whatever to conceal now as 
to my views on the gas controversy, and will an- 
swear any question you may bave to ask. When 
the Pust-Drsratcn catechized me before, I 
declined to talk because I did not 
then know whether I should be & 
candidate or not. Now that I am a candidate, I 
recognize the right of the public to know how I 
stand on any vital question before the pooble 

“Then you do regard the gas question as vital?” 

“T certainly do. Judging from what I hear and 
read it is paramount to every issue that is discussed. 
1 think it will have very much to do with determining 
the coming election. 

“Do you regard it as advisable 
for the Assembly to take any 4c 
tion upon the gas question at the present time, 
or do you think all legislation should be deferred 
until the charter of the old St. Louis Gas Company is 
about to expire? 

“I believe that

and I regret that something has not been done ere 
this to afford the St. Louis public some relief from 
the extortion which has been practiced upon them. 
That the gas rates are extortionate is so plain, I 
think, and so susceptible of proof, that 
the charge cannot be even questioned. It 
ia because I entertain this view that I 
felt so indignant when the Post-Drspatca published 
the rumor a few weeks ago, that I would probably 
sign the bil granting additional franchises to the 
old companies, should it come to me for signature. 
You can say for me that that rumor must have 
been circulated for an infamous purpose, as noth- 
ing I had ever said could be construed as giving 
eveh the slightest color to it.“ 

“But, Mr. Mayor, are you of the class who 
hold the view that the territory south 
of Washington avenue is sacred to the uses of the 
old Gas Light Company, and that it is monarch 
therein until 1890?" 

“No, sir. I do not pretend to decide that matter, 
even for myself. The very best of lawyers differ on 
that, and I do not assume to exercise tut functions 
ot a court.

is greater than the people themselves. It is by the 
people's grant that these companies exist, and, as I 
said, I am not lawyer enough to understand how 
the public can be held powerless to protect itself 
against outrage by a concern which occupies the 
public streets. If this argument be correct there is 
littie reason why it should not go further and justify 
this company in charging $10 per thousand as well 
as $250. And yet, if the St. Louis Gaslight Com- 
pany were to announce that after a given date the 
public must pay $10 per thousand or remain in 
darkness, I think a law would be found which would 
afford a remedy. However, 1 do not care to go 
into an argument of the question in its 
details. Suffice it to say that I believe 
relief can be found if it is earnestly sought for, and 
that I am in hearty sympathy with any movement 
or measure looking to that end.“

Killed—The Movements of Government

Toronto, March 28.— The excitement here con- 
tinues unabated. From an early hour this morn- 


diers mustered at So’olock, and, notwithstanding 
the early hour and the fact that the sergeants could 
not find time last night to notify all the members of 
their companies, they turned out 300 strong. After 
they were dismissed the Queen's Own mustered, 
and showed a creditable turnout of 543. There is 
the wildest excitement among them, and many who 
bad left the regiment when they beard that Col- 
onel Otter was to take command, begged to be en ; 
rolled. Both regiments are now in the drill-shed 
anxiously waiting orders when to start. The se 
lection of 260 men from each regiment will not be 
made till definite orders have arrived. The Mayor 
has intimated that thecity will look after the 
wives and families of any married men who go to 
the front. 
ANOTHER SKIRMISH WITH THE REBELS. 

Sr. Pat, March 23—The Dispatch’s Winnipeg 
special says: Further exciting rumors come from 
Carleton, stating that there was another skirmish 
and eleven men were killed, but this is not con- 
firmed. Genera! Middleton, Colonel Houghton and 
twenty-five officers and 680 men of the Ninth Bta- 
talion left here last night and reached Quappelle 
this morning, where they joined the first detach- 
ment of field battery of fifty, fifteen cavalry, and 
left this morning for the West. It is understood in 
military circles that Middleton will not advance im- 
mediately with the troops, but will await further 
developments. He was heard to remark that if the 
rebels mean fight, he will not advance without a 
stronger force. 

THE SITUATION SERIOUS. 

ToroxTo, Ont., March 28.—The Mail, the Govern- 
ment organ, in au article on the Northwest troubles 
says: “Yesterday's encounter, more particularly 
since it resulted in a victory for the halfbreeds, is 
no doubt the beginning of a serious campaign. 
Riel is reported to have 15,000 adherents, armed 
with Remington rifles obtained from American 
traders, with six American fleld guns. Graver 
danger, however, is to be feared from the Indians. 
It is evident that Beardy's band, who are Piegans, 


must have sided with the rebels 
against Major Crozier, and should the 
disaffection spread to other Indians in 
the Carleton agency, and to large bands in the 


Bat leford aud Edmonton districts, the task of 
stamping it out will be a formidable one. The 
Government has taken vigorous measures to meet 
the emergency. A Winnipeg battalion of militia, 
800 strong, with a balf battery of artillery, 
is now on its way to Quappelle Station, 325 miles 
west of Winnipeg, where several trails ran north 
to the scene of the insurrection, Carleton being 205 
miles from Quappelle. The police force at Battie- 
ford and Prince Albert numbers seventy, and the 
garrison at Carleton, 30 strong, with 
civilians, so that there are 670 men within 
striking distance of Riel, and 800 volunteers, with 
two Armstrong guns, six or seven days’ travel 
away. In addition tothis force, the Government 
bas ordered the immediate dispatch of 800 Eastern 
troops to the spot.” 

THE MOVEMENT OF TROOPS. 
This brigade will consistof one hundred men 
from each of the two batteries of the Do:ninion ar- 
tillery; two hundred and fifty men from each of the 
two Toronto corps of the Queen's Own and Grena- 
diers, and eighty men from the School of Gunnery 
under the command of Colonel Otter. Maj.-Gen. 
Middieton, now on the way from Winnipeg to 
Quappelle, will take chief command of the whole 
body of troops. The men from Ontario will go by 
way of the Lake Superior routs, but it will be 
necessary to transport them by sleighs over a gap 
of seventy miles of unfinished road. What Riel 
may do pending the arrival of the troops remains 
to be seen. His first move, now that he has 
openly taken the fleld, will be to secure supplies by 
plundering the Government, the Hudson's Bay and 
other store houses, if he can, and to incite the In- 
dians to join him in resisting the Queen’s authority. 
Much depends on the Indians. If they remain 
true, short work will be made of the half-breeds, 
but should any considerable number go over to Riel, 
and there are about 16,000 of them in the whole 
Sasxatchewan country,the resources of Canada will 
be taken in earnest. There is good ground, how- 
ever, for saying that up to the present moment 
none of the bands, except perhaps Beardy's, has 
shown any signs of waverinz.

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THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Another Array of Allegations Against 
Dr. Dean, the Superintendent. 


A Patient in the Hospital Gives a Leaf 
From His Experience—Some Specimen 
Cases—Dr. Dean Denies the Charges and 
Says He Knows Just Where They Origt- 


nate. 


— - ee — 


Since the report ot the last Grand Jury reflocting 
upon the condition and management of the City 
Hospital, a number of facts have been brought to 
light, which if called to their attention must inevit- 


ably have led toa suggestion that a committee of 
investigation be appointed to report to the proper 
authorities the exact condition of affairs at this, 
one of the most important of the city’s institutions. 
The article published in Wednesday eveoing’s Post- 
Dispaton, giving an account of the extraction of 
a piece of iron nearly two and a half inches square 
from the eye of Mr. Commendara, who 
had been sent to the r — and who was said by 
the assistant physician there to have had a “small 
piece of metal” in his eye, is but ane of a hundred 
cases where patients are alleged to have been 
the victims of negligence, at least. A case in point 
which is sure to come out in the Crimmal Court 
when Landgraf is tried for the murder of Annie 
Tieseh, the girl who was shot by hiin some weeks 
ago in a fit of jealousy, will probably afford an in- 
sight into the peculiar methods of treatment em- 
ployed at the City Hospital. The giri was shot in 
the eye and carried to the City Hospital about half 
t ten o'clock at night. The porter went to 
the room of the assistant who bas 
charge of the ward for such cases 
and, rapping at his door, merely announced the fact 
that a woman was there who had been shot in the 
eye. The assistant was in bed at the time and, but 
faintly catching the words of the reporter, turned 
over and went to sleep again. One of the nurses 


then a

and informed him cf the circumstances of the case. 
He visited the patient, glanced at the wound and 
ordered the nurse to dress it. This was on March 5. 
She slowly improved, aud by March 13 seemed to 
be in a fair way torecover. On. thatday she was 
taken to the operating room, chloroform given her 
and an attempt made to extract the ball. She never 
Tecovered from the effects of the operation, 
but died within forty-eight hours afterwards. This 
operation will certainly play an unportant part in 
the defense of the case against Landgraf. 

The following cases, taken at random from a 
number which have been treated at the hospital 
within the past year, and the facts in connection 
with which are vouched for by two assistants at the 
institution, will give a faint conception of the 
methods employed there at times: 

SAMPLE CASES. 

Sunday, March 15—Maulda Johnson had pneu- 
monia. Dr. Dean's attention was called to the 
patient's condition, He gianced at her without of- 
fering any suggestions as to the treatment. Subse- 
quently oatineal was prescribed for her by the as 
sistant in charge, and Dr. Dean promptly scratched 
it from the prescription, saying she could have oat- 
meal when it was served to the other patients, 
which was once or twice a week. 


July 17, 18&—Charles Lammermeaux came 
to the Hospitai at 11 o'clock at 
night. His case was diagnosed by 


an assistant, who took it to be a case of morphine 
wisoning and prescribed accordingly. He sent for 
r. Dean, who did not respond. Later, the patient 
becoming worse, the assistant called in person on 
Dr. Dean, who asked for the symptoms, He said it 
must be morphine poisoning and again refused to 
vis t the patient, who d.ed twenty minutes later. 
February Js, 18856—Amelia Keys, who had been 
struck on the head with a brick at the Work House, 
was brought to tue bospital. The assistant called 
in Dr. Dean. The woman was paralyzed from tbe 


neck down. Ur. Deau did not exa:n- 
ine the wound, but began a2 Con- 
troversy about the milk being 


served to other patients. He left without pre- 
scriving any mode of treatment. The woman died 
March 7. / 
February 12.1°85--William Belmore came to the 
hospital at 11:10 p. m. with his head badly bat- 
tered. An assistant treated him, and wituout Dr. 
Dean seeiug him he died the following day at 12 


Pp. m. 

March 5, Io Louis Edwards was thought to be 
dying of pericarditis. Dr. Dean was sent for at 
1:30 p. m., but did not come uniil5o'ciock. The 
man died at 6:40 p. m. 

John Diffenbaugh, whose case attracted so much 
attention in Ja uary last, all the giands of 
his body being lerridly swollen, was suffering Im- 
tense) one day, and Dr. Dean was seut for. He 
did not a until two days later. The man 
died shortiy aMerwards, 

Marca 19. 18 Wesley Irwin, aged 8 years, was 

brought to tae hospital with a fractured thigh. Dr. 
Dean refused to see him, but ordered the assistant 
to put up the nember ina splint This was done, 
aud the chances are the limb was improperly set, 
as there may Lave been a compound fracture. 
May. 1S, a man named VNicoli,  suffer- 
ing with nven-clusure of one of the 
foramina of the heart. according to the 
ass.stant’s diagnosis, came to the hospital. Dr. 
Dean was sent for at 9 a. m., but did not respond, 
and the patient died at à p. m. 

The touowing two instances will serve to illus- 
trate how Dr. Dean rigidly enforces certain rules 
the breach of which wouid have brought jov to one 
mother’s heart and probably saved another's child. 

Charley Printz, the son of the murdered Officer 
Priutz, was run over by # railroad train, and had 
his right leg cut off three inches below che hip, and 
was takxen lo the hospital. On March 4 his mother 
cailed to see him about 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
and was refused admission by Dr. Dean, he saying 
it was contrary to the discipline of the hospital. 

Henry Dufrene, about 15 years of age, was suffer- 
ing With consumption. His mother called to See 
hum Saturday, January 24. Dr. Dean refused her 
admission, telling ner to come the nextday. She 
said she could not, as she had to work t at day 
She then asked (o take herson home. The boy was 
brought down on a stretcuer, taken home to 2210 
Adams sireet, and died tue next day. 

While the Doctor is very particular that the 
Patients get no Hiore mik, oatmeal) eggs or 
other juxuries than they deserve, and is equally 
careful about ecohvuuly in the kitchen and 
laundry, the following statements show that he 
might, with equal advantage, extend his visits to 
Other cepartments.

He did not think, however, there 
was any just charge he could not meet, 
A PATIENT'S LETTER. 

The following letter in this connection 
ient who has been several 
times in the hospital for treatment: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The report of the late Grand Jury demands that 
immediate action be taken to change the manage- 
ment or remedy the treatment given the sick at the 
City Hospital. Neither the jury report nor the con- 
versation between the jury men and patients as pub- 
lished in your paper give an adequate idea of the 
inhuman treatment that the inmates are subjected 
to, from the very moment of their entrance to their 
exit, when they are sent adrift into the street in the 
coidest of weather, or when they are removed to 
the charnel house and thence to the dissecting 
room, when they bodily disappear forever. 
The writer of this article has been unfortunate 
enough to have undergone a port.on of the treat- 
ment as a patient, and has witnesse:| scenes that be 
will forbear to speak of; but will eudeavor to en- 
lighten your readers by a descriptioa of some of 
them, for he speaks from experience. 

A man is brought to the Hospital, and is imme- 

diately piunged into a bath. No matter whether he 
is suffering with pleurisy, pneumonia, heart-disease 
or — with the eruptions of measeis and kin- 
dred fevers, he has to undergo the bath; after re- 
maining a time in the water, he is insafficientiy 
dried, and if it isa stretcher case, he is iaid upon 
the stretcher, without his ciothing, covered by a 
single blanket and instantly, so to speak, is plunged 
into a cold air bath, by being conveyed 
to an adjoining buiiding through the 
cold or damp atmosphere as may be 
he case. If it benot a stretcher case, he is thinly 
lad (as he is not allowed to wear his owa clothes 
or underwear), coatiess, and without underwear, 
aud without socks he is required to walk from this 
bath-room a long distance to the bed assigaed him. 
aud often left without medical treatment until the 
following day. 
When the patient is able to stagger he is given a 
pair of pauots without anything to prevent their fall- 
ing from the body; also a blouse, pair of 
slippers, and sometimes a pair of socks, worn 
out at toe and heeis, and witaout underclothes 
or head-covering. lu tuts convict-like uniform he 
is sont outside to an adjoining building for his 
leas when the ther:nometer is down to 2) degrees 
Delon zero, being compelled to staod in the open 
air in sing e file ten minutes waiting for the door of 
the @ating-room to be opened. There they have to 
sta d, beating the snow-covered ground with their 
chid feet aud rubbing their bands to create animal 
beat. In they file and stand up at the table wiih 
haods stretched over their neads until the signal to 
be seated and eat is g.ven. Not a word 
must be spoken; all. must remain silent. 
Frequently tue superintendent is iu the eating- 
room and watches the exit of tue men, pounces on 
some aud searches their persons to see if tuey are 
carrying off acrusi of bread, and if anything is 
found he ig ordered out. I. sufficient proper food 
Was given tuis would not occur; and it seems to me 
if he who should see that patients get decent food 
violates his obligation to give it them, surely tue 
starving patient cannot be biamed for procuring a 
modicuin more food.

Great Interest in the Coming Municipal 
Election—Morrison Influence Arrayed 
Against Carter Harrison—A Prince's Po- 
liteness toa Common Chambermaid—An 
Englishman on American Hospitality. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 

CIA. III., March 27.—It is a pretty good thing 
to be Mayor of Chicago—much better for an ambi- 
tious politician than to be Governor of the State, 
for the patronage is ten-fold greater,and a much 
more powerful machine can be built uu. There is 
no board of health, of public works, of police com- 
missioners, or of the many other departments of 
municipal government. The Mayor of Chicago is 
an autocrat who selects the heads of all these at 
his own will, and he controls them. It is a system 
of one-man power that is probably not carried so 
far in any other large city of the United States. 
The system has its advantagesin that there is no 
escaping responsibility by the chief magistrate of 
the city, but it has its disadvantages in making the 


whole municipal government political. 


Carter Harrison has now been Mayor of Chicago 
six years, drapping into the office after a brief, but 
not inglorious, career in Congress. He has made 
a name not only for himself, but for the city. about 
the value of which opinions differ. Now, he wants 
it again worse than ever, and if the story told is 
true he will make a tremendous pull for it. As most 
people know, Morrison laid Harrison. out badiy 
for the Democratic caucus legislative 
nomination for United States Senator 


Harrison's vanity was intensely wounded and he 
came up to Chicago from Springfield , brea hing 
vengeance and vowing he would vet be a candidate 
bo ore the Lezislature for the Senate ani would be 
indorsed by the people of Chicago. As every one 
knowa, Morrison has for two mon ths sought vainly 
an election, aad is now engaged in a bitter fight to 
preve it the substitution of some other Democratic 
eandidate for himself. If Harrison should be re- 
elected Mayor of Chicago, which gave Biaine a ma- 
jority of 3.000, his friends would insist that he is 
tne proper man for the Senate. Hence, it is said 
that the Morrison influence will take a hand in the 
Chicago municipal fight, and a distinguished ex- 
member of the Democratic Nationa! Com ni ttee 
who was mentioned for a Cabinet position wi Il lead 
the movement. 


But if Harrison is defeated, what of him! —for 
his election is by no means assured and a distin- 
¢uished jurist has been prevailed upon to lead the 
opposition. Judge Sidney Smith is the man—and 
this recalls a queer story that he, tod. may have to 
meet with other than local opposition ingide his 
own party. Persons who have watched Mr. Blaine's 
course in “getting even“ with the Arthur 
administration tor its Hkewarm sup- 
por: will understand. Judge Smith was 
one of the few llilnois delegates 
to the Republican National Convention at Cincin- 
nati in 1876 who utterly refused to support Blaine 
and voted for Bristow to the last. I don't pretend 
to vouch for its correctness, but my informant has 
cons'derahle to do with the present local campaign 
and he deciares that Chicago friends of the de 
(eaten candidate for the Presidency have raked up 
the old score against Judge Smith and want to set- 
tle ii now. But I don't believe it fuliy, because on 
the ticket with Smith is a man who sacrificed a 
promising Congressional career in trying to lead 
the Irish contingent over to Biaine. This is flery 
John Finerty, the dynamiter, who coulkin't be 
hired to smother his sentiments for all the offices in 
the nation. 


Talking to an Irish politician who is on the other 
side politically, but is also a dynamiter, I expressed 
surprise that the radical Finerty should have the 
support of so many solid and conservative citi- 
Lei. 

Dynamite,“ said he, has no place in American 
politics, but it need not surprise you that a revolu- 


tionist of so pronounced a type as Finerty 
should have the gupport of Americans in 
po ities. I know a man in one of 


the Eastern States today who has been 
its chief magistrate more than once, and has occti- 
pied other offices of trust. His jineage goes back 
to the revolution, and his name wouid be recog- 
uized at once. His family bas intermarried with 
ihe Eng'ish aristocracy. Yet there ha- been scarc-- 
lyan Irish revolution fund raised since the 
renian exciternent that his check did not form oue 
ot the contributions. I know of one ‘emergency’ in 
which he came to the front with a check lor 310. 
000. He's out of politics now, but I've seen his 
name inthe papers asa possivie sutcessor to one 
of the European ministers, It would be justice, 
wouldn't it. to send a dynamiter abroad to repre- 
sent us at one of those effete despotisms where they 
live in fear of being biown up!?“

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Joe Goss American Career. 
Joe Goss had considerable history in England, 
but to readers on this side of the creek bis Amer- 
wan experience is of chief interest. He had a 
world-wide redutation asa fighter when he came 
here, arriving at Boston, Mass., in company with 
Mace, April 15, 1876. One of the objects of Goss in 
coming to America was to make another match 
with Tom Allen, who had gained fame and made 
money during his sojourn in the States, and was 
generally regarded as the rightful possessor of the 
championship title. Joe issued a chalienge to Tom 
to contend for the honors of the position and a 
stake of $2,500 a side, and, as Allen was perfectly 
willing to again face him, he promptly accepted 
and a match was speedily made. They fought 
September 7, 1876, on Kentucky soil, the ring being 
first pitched in Kenton County, and subsequently, 
owing to magisterial interference, it was erected in 
Boone County. They fought twenty-one rounds in 


all. in forty-eignt minutes, when a decision was 
given in Goss’ favor, on account of a foul. Allen 
was in much the better condition of the two, Joe 
trained too fine and going some- 

stale; but he was as plucky 
as ever, and took his punishment like one of the 
good old stock. Indictments were fonnd by the 
Grand Jury of Kenton County against the princi- 
pals, seconds and other prominent persons, but Joe 
was the only victim, Allen jumping his bail, $3,090, 
and eros ing into Canada, whence he proceeded by 
8 to — > “a was arrested 13 New 
fork City, Mareh 7, 1877, upon a tion 
from the Governor of Kentucky, 1 
him with violating the State law.
